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Two Acres Will Feed 
Mule For Whole Year 


On two acres of landAlaba- 
ma farmers can grow sulficent 
hay and grain to feed a mule 
for a whole year. Not only 
can they do this but in doing so 
they can increase the fertility 
of their lands. These facts 
were brought to light by the 
Alabama Experiment Station 
in its results of 1921 which are 
reviewed by Professor M. 
Funchess, head of the depart- 
ment of Argonomy. 

In the fall of 1920 different 
mixtures of oats, clovers, and 
vetch were planted on the Ex- 
periment Station. In the 
spring of 1921 the plot of clov- 
er and oats, mixed, produced 
hay at the rate of 3176 pounds 
per acre; clover, alone, 3360 
pounds per acre; and vetch, 
alone, 3952 pounds per acre; 
while vetch, and oats mixed 
produced 3568 pounds per 
acre. 

These crops were cut for hay 
in the early part of May and 


the land planted to corn. That 
followed the mixture of oats 


and clover produced 36.9 bush- 
els per acre; that following 
clover alone produced 4() 
bushels peracre; that follow- 
ing oats and vetch, 32.1 bush- 
els per acre; while that follow- 
ing vech alone produced 36.6 
bushels per acre. On an ad- 
joining check plot of identical 
land where no winter crops 
had grown the average corn 
yield was 29.2 bushels per 
acre. 

As pointed out by Professor 
Funchess, these results show 
that on land here at Auburn, 
which is generally known to 
be poor land, sufficient hay 
and grain was produced on 2 
acres of land for a years ra- 
tion for a mule, and compared 
with land having no winter 
cover crop the corn yield was 
increased from 7 to 10 or more 
bushels per acre.
